of evil are abiding, not transitory. 
are familiar with the aims, objects and 
methods of modern subversive movements ; 
annulment of State debts, confiscation of 

y, nationalisation of land, the or- 
ganisation of revolutionary workers and pea- 
sant armies, attack on the influence of the 
religion and its ministers, these with the 
grand finale, the general strike and armed 
insurrection to overthrow forcibly all exist- 
ing social conditions. 

‘‘What is to be our attitude in face of 
these menaces, if in our land there be room 
for apprehension that these aims have sup- 
port of any substance? We must set 
ourselves firmly against panic measures. 
History is full of examples of the débris 
following the collapse of precipitate and 
special measures when emotionalism has 
displaced thought and reason. The Go- 
vernment is engaged in a widespread cam- 
paign on many fronts against the social ills 
of our community, many of which have 
been our sad inheritance from the past.” 

He recognised, he said, the importance 
of voluntary effort in regard to social ser- 
vices, and it was absolutely necessary that 
it should flourish side by side with statu- 
tory effort. It was to individual imtiative 
and voluntary effort that they owed vir- 
tually all the social services conducted 
under the gis of the State at the present 
time. 

The Minister explained the various ser- 
vices that came under the two broad heads 
of public health services and public axsist- 
ance services. New laws in relation to 
social services were, he said, mere machi- 
nery; the driving force must be found in 


country, in a change of heart, of outlook ; 
in a renewal of ideals. 


THE HOUSING QUESTION 


Dealing with housing, Mr. O'Kelly said : 
“Our estimated housimg need at the in- 
ception of my programme was 75.000 houses. 
We have, in fact, up to date provided 
35,226. This is made up of urban, 13,026; 
rural, 7,200, making a total of 20,226, and 
to this must be added houses built by pri- 
vate persons 15,000, making 35,226, the 
grand total I have mentioned. I am glad to 
say that, notwithstanding the risks of in- 
troducing rapidly a programme of re- 
housing quite unp ented, there have 
been, on the whole, very few serious com- 
plaints. Workmanship has been up to 
standard, no grave en Féin have arisen ii 
lanning or construction, although there has 
ome a turnover to materials of home manu- 
facture. 

Coming particularly to Dublin, Mr. 
O'Kelly gave the figures for recent years :— 
1935—Completed, 2.214 dwellings; estimated 
cost, £1,070,420. In hands of contractors, 
106 dwellings: estimated cost, £61,504. 
Total. £1,131,724. 

1936—In hands of contractors, 1,677 dwell- 
ings; estimated cost, £780,450. To be let 
out to contract, 651 dwellings: estimated 
cost. £395.960. Total, £1,185,410. : 
1937—Number of dwellings to be erected on 
areas in respect of which acquisition pro- 
cedure 1s well advanced and for which ar- 
rangements for the preparation of plans are 
being made to ensure that tenders will be 
invited in the spring. 2,115 dwellings; 
estimated cost, £991,000. making a grand 
total of £5,306,134. 

I think, Mr. O'Kelly said, there is good- 
will on everyone's part, Lut, no matter how 
we strive for speed, there are irreducible 
periods of time involved in the several 
important operations that are fundamental. 
As regards capital provision for housing 
purposes—whereas the total figure for the 
year 1927-23 was less than a quarter of a 
million. and remained well under a million 
until 1932-33, the average figure for the last 
ihree years had been three millions three 
hundred thousand a year.

What 
had been done up to the present by the 
Department and the Corporation deserved 
recognition, and they should be glad to see 
the present housing pace increased if possible.

ing. The Government would have to face 
it; they would have to subsidise these 
People and send them back to their cottages 
on the land. It was better to pay them 
an.extra pound per head and keep them at 
home than to have them costing two or three 
pounds per head in the institutions, placing 
difficulties in the wav of housmg and com-

NEW TRAFFIC LAWS 


In reply, Mr. O'Kelly, touching on the 
reference to transport, mentioned that a 
scheme of regulation which had been sub- 
mitted by the Commissioner of the poltce 
was undergoing amendment, and he hoped 
that before the end of the year it would be 
enforced to tighten up traffic regulation and 
control in the city. : 

The Corporation, he added, had done good 
work in housing, and the Lord Mavor was 
justified in defending it. But it would need 
the building of nearly four thousand houses 
per year before they could see the end of

The Minister also referred to the maternity 
and child-welfare services, the system of 
school medical inspection, school meals, the 
schemes for the welfare of the blind, anti- 
tuberculosis measures, the supply of free milk 
to necessitous families. 
“1 would remark, however, that important 
as curative measures are that preventive 
measures are more important still. The real 
hope of improving adult health and physique 
lies in attacking invalidity at its source in 
childhood. The expenditure on the school 
medical service is, perhaps. the most valuable 
and productive part of the expenditure on 
public health. Its results cannot be seen in 
a day or a year, but in years to come its 
true value will be apparent in diminishing 
invalidity and ity.

The President of the Chamber. Mr. John 


O'Neill, who occupied the chair, expressed 
pleasure at the recovery of Mr. 8. emass 
Minister for Industry and Commerce, from

Much of his 
lecture was concerned with the causes for the 
depression of 1922. He held that monetary 


stability broke down because it was not 
ereunded on a fundamental basis. of

There had been a downward trend in the 
business cycle, and in 1929 it was clear to 
many that there would be a depression, but 
they thought it would be temporary, There 
had been cycles before, and business had 
recovered from depressions of its own voli- 
tion. President Hoover undoubtedly had 
this fact in mind when he declared that 
* Prosperity is just around the corner.” 
There were many theories as to the cause 
of these business cycles—about 300 of them, 
he thought. 


PRODUCTION AND PRICE 


The lecturer then dealt with a series of 
raphs by Dr. Karl Schneider, of the Federal 

erve Bank of the United States, and other 
authorities. The graph of the total produc- 
tion of raw materials revealed set-backs 
during the American Civil War and the Great 
War. His explanation of these set-backs was 


productive life, and, therefore, physica] pro- 
duction declined although prices rose. 
Depressions on this gra were fairly 
regular, and the business cycle affected sem- 
durable goods, such as cars and furniture, 
more than other commodities. After the War 
there was some recovery in production, and a 
fairly even increase of about 3 per cent. per 
annum was maintained. 

Price curves showed much more irregularity 
than the production curves. |

THE MONETARY SYSTEM 


The monetary system was based on gold, 
and slowing down in gold production corre- 
sponded to the slowing down {or decrease) 
in price levels. The lecturer held that the 
influence of the long-term trend of gold pro- 
duction was greater than that of credit— 
credit had been used to stabilise prices im 
the United States during the 1922-1920 
period, 

The mistake of the post-war period, im 
his opinion, was to stabilise the currencies 
at too high, and in some cases too low, a 
rate. The £ had been stabilised too high 
and the frane too low. 

Remarking that about 50 per cent. of the 
people of Europe, excluding Soviet Russia, 
were engaged in agriculture, Mr. Jacobsson 
said that European price levels in agricui- 
ture over the past 150 years had been im- 
fluenced by colonisation and by changes im 
agricultural technique. In the t-war 
period agricultural prices fell lower than the 
general price level, and it. was strange that, 
although the upward trend of agricultural 
and general price levels was very much the 
same, the fall of agricultural prices was 
always much greater that-that of the general. 


SUPPLY AND DEMAND 


In regard to supply and demand, he com- 
mented that the slowing down in the growth 
of population had resulted in a, wing 
down in the increase in the demand for agn- 
cultural goods. Another contri factor 
was the decline in the horse population, be- 
cause. horses consumed large quantities of 
agricultural goods. and i= considered this 
factor to be more important than the first. 
Guaranteed. prices for wheat in the United 
States (Federal Farm Board) and Canada, 
(the Canadian Wheat Pool) im 1928 had re- 
sulted in intensification in productio:, which 
eventually brought about that over-production 
which brought wheat prices to their lowest 
point for 400 years. From 1931 and 1982 
increases in the production of animal products 
were revealed, bocause of the change-over 
from wheat. 

Agricultural prices in the Free State had 
gone up by 10 per cent, and there was a 
general stiffening in prices, but-whether this 
would permanent he could not say. His 
theory was that the contributory factors to 
the depression were: stabilisation at the 
wrong level, internal and external debts, 
high interest rates, and the stopping of the 
flow of world trade through tariff changes. 


MOVING TOWARDS A BOOM 


Now the business cycle had turned in some 
countries and they were on their way to a 
boom, but it must not be allowed to get out 
of hand. Prices were slowly SIE hi a 
long period, and this would make it easier 
to adjust mistakes in currency stabilisation 
of ten years ago. There still remained big 
debt problems, and until they were settled it 
would be hard to sav that the world was 
stable again. The Bank of International 
Settlements calculated im 1931 that inter- 
national short-term debts totelled three to! 
four thousand million pounds; this had now 
been reduced to about half. In the United 
States Mr. Cordell Hull had heen leading a 
reduction im tariffs, and this would help to 
solve the problem of both long-term and’ 
short-term debts.

Industrial Design 


The Dublin School of Art, which is to 
become a national School of Art, has 
advertised for a Professor of Industria] 
Design, and indicated its opinion of the 
importance of design in industry by offer- 
ing a salary almost twice that offered for 
Professorships of Painting and Sculpture. 
While some may wish to quarrel over the 
pros and cons of this differentiation in 
values, I think we are all likely to welcome 
anything which will improve the truly 
shocking standard of industrial designs at 
present offered to us. I recall, with some 
pain, that I found it impossible a few years 
ago to find for a visitor anything in the 
shape of a tolerable Irish linen tablecloth ; 
all that we were shown in the Dublin shops 
were plastered with shamrocks and round 
fowers, and a glance at the advertising 
columns of any of our newspapers will 
show that these awful “ Celtic’’ designs 
are still on view. Our new pottery (to be 
‘very mild indeed) leaves much to be 
desired. The old Belleek ware never pro- 
duced a good design. My eves were 
assaulted the other day by the sight of a 

_ packet in which a certain brand of oatmeal 
Was packed—it looked as if it had been 
rolled in a wet rainbow. On the other 
hand, our new Irish cheese and the new 
Irish wheat-flakes are most tastefully 

packed; and a firm like Jacobs has long 
since shown that there is no reason why 
business and good taste cannot go hand in 
hand. If it is within the power of Pro- 
fessors of Industrial Design to make such 
cases the rule in our new economic policy, 
we should all welcome the appointment of 
& dozen of them.

YOUTHFUL IRISH 
ASTRONOMER 
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NEW LIGHT ON ORIGIN 
OF PLANETS

At the recent Congress of the British As- 
sociation at Blackpool, Sir James Jeans hailed 
as an important contribution to scientific 
knowledge and theory a paper prepared by 
Mr, Raymond Arthur Lyttleton, and read on 
his behalf by Professor McCrae 
_ Mr. Lyttleton, who is only 25 years of age, 
is the son of Irish parents now resident in 
Birmingham. — He 8 had a remarkable 
scholastic career, He went ' from King 
Edward’s School, Five Ways, Birmingham, 
to New Street, and thence to Clare College, 
Cambridge, where he held State Entrance and 
Research Scholarships, He took a first class 
in the Mathematical tripos (1933), with a 
‘B”’ star, which made him a wrangler, and 
won the Tyson Medal for Astronomy. ‘After 
two years on research work at Cambridge 
he was awarded a “Jane Eliza Proctor” 
Visiting Fellowship, tenable for two years 
at Princeton, the grent American Univer- 
sity, where he is at present studying under 
Dr. Henry Norris Russell, one of the most 
eminent astronomers in the world, and who 
is Chairman of the Department of Astronomy, 
Director of the Observatory at Princeton 
University, and President of the Ameri- 
éan Astronomical Society. : 

In the Scientifie American for October Dr. 
Russell has written an article on “the new 
light recently thrown on the origin of the 
planets by the rising young Birmingham 
scientist r: R. A. Lyttleton.’’ He dis. 
cusses the latter's theory, and shows how 
Mr, Lyttleton’s reasoning removes previous 
obstacles to a rational theory of the origin 
of the planets and the satellite systems. He 
states that “the new snggestion marks a 
very important advance in the attempt to 
interpret the past of our system, Difficulties 
still remain, but these are rather of a physi- 
cal n a dynamical nature, and were 
common to all the older theories as well.

Sir,—At a general meeting of members of 
the Irish Game Protection Association, held 
last August, it was decided to write to the 
appropriate Minister, requesting the Govern- 
ment to take up the matter of vermin 
destructien. i 

Nearly everyone residing in the country 's 
aware of the damage done by foxes and 
hooded crows, which is yearly increasing. 

In my view, the State forest lands in Co. 
Wicklow are sanctuaries for foxes. With few 
exceptions, these plantations are in parts of 
the country in which hunting is impossible. 

Unless some concerted and determined 
action is taken forthwith, the depreciation in 
the value of shoots will soon become a serious 
matter; in fact, the stock of grouse this year 
on any of the Wicklow Mountains, of which I 
have been given particulars, has diminished 
by fully 70 per cent. during the past four 
years. Surely it is time the Ceversment and 
all concerned bestirred themselves to get rid 
of these pests. 

I sincerely hope all interested in shooting 
will make every effort to try and achieve this 
result, and voice their opinions freely in this 
connection.

THE SLUMS 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Srg,—Mr. Conor Maguire 's letter in your 
issue of to-day’s paper so exactly gets at the 
root of the problem of the slums that I feel 
I would like to add my word to what he 
has said. For many years during and after 
the war I daily visited in the slums, and was 
in constant touch with the landlords, some 
of whom were most kind and human to their 
tenants. Others were most cruel, taking 
exorbitant rents, and doing nothing to make 
the houses habitable. Where a few shillings 
would have put on a slate or made a slight 
repair they would not spend it,” but allowed 
these, often grand and solid, houses to fall 
to pieces, : 

To my mind, the landlords are almost 
entirely to blame for the condition of the 


‘slums, among whom, [ must say, the owners 


in the Corporation were the most hard- 
hearted. gra sympathise with landlords 
whose tenants are dirty, but it is difficult to 
keep a room clean with floor and walls a 
mass of holes. There are many who are lazy 
and dirty, and only supervision will help 
these to try and awaken their pride. 

A word of encouragement will do so much. 
I found the smallest recompense made the 
children anxious there should be no damage— 
that the windows should net be broken.

Children of our day were being 
fitted for life better than they ever were 
before, but’ they were not turning out 
philosophers or poets, Even the Church to- 
day was just one more profession, a useful 
school of morality, with strictly practical 
ends. 

Once there was concern for a man's I 
but that was now out of date. Modern 
education was in direct relation to modern 
ends. Men had no time for anything that 
was spiritual or mystical—anything that was 
not strictly practical. There was no thought 
of educating men above every-day life or for 
higher things. She held that what was 
needed was a return to simplicity and to 
more spiritual things, but she did admit that 
present-day education was admirably suited 
to modern needs. 


MASS-PRODUCTION TYPE 


Miss E. M. Mossman (Chairman of the 
Society), in moving the negative, said that 
the modern school was Fa a type of 
mass-production individual. The teachers 
had become almost worshippers of the idol 
of high marks. All the schools” energies 
end researches had been applied to the 
turning out of machines for obtaining high 
marks and first places: They were not con- 
cerned with turning out individuals who 
would be contented and happy, and, inci- 
dentally, able to earn a comfortable living. 
Business men were always on the alert for 
people with individuality and imagination, 
but they were offered nothing but machines. 
She thought that modern education should be 
adapted to the turning out of people with 
imagination and originality. : 

The people nowadays who were making 
most money were self-made people, who had 
not been contaminated by modern education. 
That education was fast producing a stagnancy 
from which there could be no progress, but 
rather degeneration, 

Miss O’Carroll (University College, Dublin), 
speaking for the affirmative, said that if 
modern education was not adapted to modern 
needs, it was not for want of trying. The 
greatest modern need was to live, and modern 
education was calculated to meet that need. 
The schoiastic idea was 
universities were at last realising that, after 
the period of education, the graduate had to 
go out and earn a living. Modern education 
was endeavouring to solve modern problems, 
and that was what was needed. 

Miss Dillon. (University College, Galway), 
speaking on the negative side, said that the 
ideal of the majority of teachers, who were 
not civil servants, was to educate the young 
people into a nation of civil servants. That 
was not what was waated. There must be 
developed more individuality and originality,

NE of the factors that would go to the 
() improvement of the tourist industry 
would be the planuing of Irish towns 
along better lines, said Mr. 1. 4. W. Kenny, 
President of the lrish Tourist Association, 
at the annual meeting of that body winch 
vas beid In the Gresham Hoici, Dublin, yes- 
lkeraay. 

Mr. Kenny moved the adoption of the 
twelfth annual report. 

Having stated that the industry was next 
ja importance to agriculture, the President 
suid that the total passenger traffic to all 
Saorstat perts in 1926 (twelve months) was 
515,847. The trafic from Great Britain 
alone for only five months of the year 1926, 
therefore, exceeded the comprehensive total 
of ten years ago. That, perhaps, explained 
tae origin of recent complaimts vegarding the 
inadequacy ef accommodation and arrange- 
ments at Dun Laoghaire, particularly as the 
demands in the month of August had been 
increased in ten years by more than 66,000. 
Dun Laoghaire pier had not been built or 
equipped for the traffic which they had 
secured for it. Responsible bodies must face 
that problem.

COMPLAINTS 


Dealing with the question of complaints, 
the resident said that there was no meet- 
ing of the directors at which they had not 
received complaints from the various repre- 
sentatives of the public boards, and all other 
mteresis which, as contributors, comprised 
that body. In addition to auch 
complaints publicly brought 
Boaid, their general manager and assistant 
secretary and hotels organiser, received and 
dealt with innumerable complaints which 
never went before the Board. On the ques- 
tion of complaints, they felt that the Tourist 
Association had a right to demand that if it 
brought people to the country, the least the 
other interests concerned might do would be 
to ensure that in the matter of transport, 
hotel accommodation and other interests, they 
might be well received. 

It was obvious that the most effective way 


-in which the tourist industry could be im- 


proved here was by developing their resorts, 
training their hotel staffs, which could be 
done by a method of co-operative apprentice- 
ship between the various hoteis and by 
exchange of staffs, and by planning their 
towns along better lines. 

“There is one other way in which we can 
enormously increase and develop the tourist 
industry,” said Mr. Kenny, “and that is 
by developing one of the greatest resources 
that we have—the fishing industry. It is 
understood that in the near future legislation 
will be initiated to develop that most im- 
portant of all our assets. We hone that 
thé Government in giving final consideration 
and effect to the report of the Fisheries 
Commission will have full regard fo its im. 
portance from the tourist point of view. On 
the question of hotel licences, it is appro 
priate to point out that holiday cruises con 
tain full and complete licences. while our 
hotels. which are ~ »mpetitors'to these cruises, 
are debarred frim <-:taining such licences 


HUNTING 


“Tt has always been cnr aim to seek, as 
far as we cat, to increase in terms of time 
the tourist season for this country. The As 
sociation feels that much could be done in 
this respect if our prineiza) winter sport, 


which is hunting, were to be developed along 


the lines which have been found so pro 
fitable among the farming commumiy 
in the English and Scottish shires. 


There every farmhouse which can afford the 
accommedation keeps hunting visitors and pro- 
vides them gich horses during the greater part 
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of the tourist season. We have in Ireland the 
finest and cheapest hunting in the world, and 
there is no reason why we could not take full 
advantage of it during those duller and 
slacker months when some holiday-makers 
are inclined to follow the sun to sunny Jands. 
sithough those sunny lands may not be 80 
happy or peaceful a place as Ireland.” 

Jealing with the development of air 
facilities in Ireland, he congratulated the 
Government upon the fact that it had put 
the country upon the air map of the world.

TRAINING HOTEL STAFFS 


Mr. Patrick Crowley, Bandon, chairman 
of the Cork branch. of the Association, who

the country.

PLAN TO ATTRACT 
AMERICAN TRAFFIC 


Sir Walter Nugent, Bart., chairman of the 
Great Southern Railways, who responded, 
said that they tried to make the country 
attractive for tourists, and they hoped to 
lake advantage of the helpful and hopeful 
suggestions that had been made by the 
Minister. As far as the tourist traffic was 
concerned, he might say that there was a 
vast field in America that hardly had been 
touched upon. Along with four or five of 
the big Enzlish railway companies, the Great 
Southern Railways had inaugurated an office 
in New York, and had sent over a member of 
their staff to look after it. He thought that 
they could attribute much of the increase in 
the number of American tourists to the work 
of that office and to that man. 

' A Jarzer number of people bad visited the 
country in the present season than ever 
before, while more Irishmen had spent their 
holidays in this country. Besides, they had 
experienced a greater exchange of visitors 
‘between Northern Ireland and the Free State. 
That being so, he would ask what would be 
the position if the Customs line was removed, 
and if the transport conditions that prevailed 


in the Free State were in operation in 
Northern Lreland. 

THE PORTS 
Criticism in the Press in 


had appeared 
Belfast and other lace with regard to the 
way the tourists were received when they 
arrived in Ireland. No organisation more 
than the railways realised how desirous it 
was that the ports should be made as atirac- 
tive as possible. The Great Southern Rail- 
wavs had done a littie in Queenstown, They 
had improved their services and their refresh- 
ment rooms. and they had done as much as 
they could to make visitors feel at home. 
In regard to Dun Laoghaire, the company 
had built two absolutely new trains to run 
in connection with the boat. It would not 
he impossible for any Irish Government, if it 
had some loose money to spare, to spend por- 
tion of that money in enlarging the Kings- 
t.wn arrival platform and allowing the 
trains to leave it for various parts of the 
country. 

Proposing the toast of “The Association,” 
Mr. Alvin Mansfield Owsley, the American 
Minister, said that the American visitor 
arriving in this country felt that the Irish 
people really meant to welcome him. The 
only complaint that he could make was that 
there was need of a hotel in Queenstown, 
not for the benefit of those who were coming 
into the country. but for those who were 
leaving it. The boats of the United States 
and British. lines stopping at Cove never 
arrived up to schedule. On his arrival back 
from America, abont ten days ago, the boat 
which was due in the morning did not arrive 
until five o'clock and as they arrived on the 
latform they saw one of , Sir Walter 
Regent's trains leaving the station. People 
cou'd wait in the hotel until] the boat arrived. 


ADVERTISING 


They should advertise more their beauty 
spots in this country. If they had Ireland 
in the United States they would advertise it 
to the world, and get rich on it. Ireland 
should be advertised through the press and 
the radio. The American people, for example, 
would like to know all about Ireland. During 
his visit to the country everyone he had met 
were extremely interested in it. 

Two great events would be held next year. 
Oue of them was the Coronation of the King, 
and tens of thousands of Americans were 
coming to Europe for that event. Why not 
induce those people to continue their neg 
to this country?

A session of two days does: not afíord 
much time for the discussing of. some 130 
resolutions. We do not suppose, there- 
fore, that more than a very few of the 
bright ideas advocated by the Fianna Fáil 
clubs will be taken seriously when the 
party’s Ard-Fheis opens next Tuesday. 
These clubs present a curious paradox. 
In them lies, beyond question, the strength 
of the Fianna Fáil Party, and it was 
largely by reason of them that President 
de Valera gained, and has held, power in 
the Free State—just as, through lack of 
such widespread organisation, the Cumann 
nilaedheal Party fell calamitously 
from office. Yet the Government pays, or 
seems fo pay, scant courtesy to the resolu- 
tions in which the clubs enshrine their 
cherished—if, at times, parochial—ideals. 
We do not suppose that President de 
Valera will incline his ear for more than 
a formal second to the plea that tithe 
rent charges shall be abolished, that 
vaccination shall cease to be compulsory, 
that derelict lime kilns shall be developed, 
that compensation shall be paid for the 
billeting of members of the I.R.A., or that 
the personnel of selection boards, appointed 
by the Local Appointments Commission, 
shall be compelled to forswear member- 
ship of secret societies. For that matter, 
what is the Government to do when one

club wants to abolish county councils and 
substitute managers, while another wants 
to abolish managers and magnify the 
county councils? There are, of course, 
larger issues, the voting whereon is certain 
to influence President de Valera and his 
colleagues—perhaps, because their minds 
already are made up. Nevertheless, we 
often wonder whether a modern democratic

One out of 
every three of the resolutions is too 
parochial to demand notice; others are so 
extravagant as to be dangerous; others, 
again, will be given effect in the normal 
course of things, by an Order in Council 
or a motion in the Dail.

This 
somewhat irresponsible attitude led to the 
financial crisis of 1926, which was solved 
by the ruthless methods of M. Poincaré. 
He certainly saved France from the fate 
that had befallen Germany three years 
earlier, when the German currency fell to 
such an extent that it became utterly 
worthless ; and from that moment onwards 
France began to accumulate gold. In 
1931, when Britain was forced to devaluate 
her currency, the Bank of France was in 
an extremely strong position in respect of 
gold; but the French Government quickly

Cambridge has an “ anti-red’’ move- 
ment of its own, though it is concerned less 
with politics than with esthetics.

AN APPRECIATION 


A friend of the late Henry Kenny, 
librarian of the Oweachtas, writes :— 

With the passing of “ Sean-Ghall,” as with 
the »assing of Dr. George Sigersom, a great 
deal of the unwritten history of ireland has 
goue for ever. 1 do not. know whether he 
will be counted among the scientific his- 
tortans; but very few among our historians, 
whether inside or outs.de the universities, 
had the profound and comprehensive know- 
ledge that '' Sean-Gthall ' had. lí only he had 
haa the crowning grace of an attractive 
literary style his work would have won 
him many more readers and admirers than tt 
actually had. 

As a writer, he had another fault; but in 
historical research it was a good man’s fault. 
His scruples of conscience would not permit 
him to put pen to paper until he had sought 
out and checked beyond denial every pos- 
sible fact. | i 

The result was that every contribution he 
made to Irish history—and nearly always 
they were given freely to papers or maga- 
zines with small circulations—was chockful 
of informative material. 

There were in him, too, a modesty and 
shyness which made him reluctant to publish 
even his best work in the more permanent 
form of books. ‘‘ Sean-Ghall’’ always went 
to the sources, and there was nothing of the 
slipshod about his presentation of the facts 
of history. Without his help—and he always 
gave generously of his learning and research— 
1 doubt if Alice Stopford Green's “ Making 
of Ireland and its Undoing’ would have 
come to us in the shape and with the scholar- 
shin we know. 

The number and variety of his corrections 
of her MS. almost drove her to tear: 

Whether. he wrote for Arthur Griffith's 
United I[rshman or Sinn Fein, or the short- 
lived '' Irish Year Book, or Seamus O'Sull- 
van's Dublin Magazine, what he wrote pro- 
vided rich stores which the serious ctudent 
cannot neglect without risk, Evew when he 
reviewed a book, especially if it purported to 
deal with Irish commercial or industrial 
history of any period, ' Sean-Ghall “ im- 
variably wrote a _ little treatise which 
often was more valuable and original than 
the volume he was reviewing. It will be a 
pity of pities if some competent editor does 
not make and publish a collection of his 
historical and biographical studies. 

‘* Sean-Ghall’’ was a very interesting and 
agreeable companion. In the last few years 
his hearing had become impaired, but that 
did not matter so much when he was in 
reminiscent mood. He had a sense of humour, 
and in his most serious moments would illus- 
trate some point or other by a story told 
against himself. 

Discussing the civil service with me once. 
he said that on a certain occasion the chef 
of his department said to him: “ Kenny, do 
you take a drink?” “' Well,” replied Kenny, 
“I like a drop of good whiskey now and 
again.” “ You know, Kenny,” said the chief, 
““á man of your status in the service ought 
to take his liquor in a good hotel, and not in 
a publichouse.’’ ‘‘ Oh.” replied Kenny, “I 
said I liked good whiskey; I go where 1 get 
good whiskey In many hotels they sell bad 
whiskey, and I think qualitv is more be- 
coming to my status and better for my 
stomach.” ‘ 

In his early days in London he mixed not 
only in the Irish national societies, but 
wherever a Dubliner or an Irishman was 
making himself heard. Those were the days 
when George Bernard Shaw was a soap-box 
orator for Socialism at street corners. Sean- 
Ghall, as he often recalled with a merry 
twinkle in his eye. used to attend these meet- 
ings, and sometimes he was among the 
friendly hecklers on whose questions G.B.S. 
was sharpening his wits.

The Arms Embargo 


A conference, representative of ail 
sections of the Labour movement, met at 
Transport House to-day to consider the 
situation in Spain.

The Salengro Case 


An extraordinary inquiry has been 
opened in Paris by the French General 
Staff with a view to reviewing the war 
record of M. Roger Salengro, Minister oí 
the Interior, who is a prominent member oí 
the Soc alist Party. The story has been 
spread for some weeks past that during 
the War M. Salengro was tried in his 
absence and séntenced to death for 
desertion. The allegation is that in 1915 
he was sent out to bring in a wounded 


compatrfot and took advantage of the 


opportunity to go over to the Germans. 
There is another version of the story, how- 
ever, as it is conterded by M. Salengros 
friends that he was captured in 1915, and

CATALAN .. WORKERS’

Two great working-class organisations 
of Catalonia—the Socialist Trade Unions 
and the Anarchist Trade Unions—have 
agreed on a common programme of action. 

The programme begins by promising to 
support the Generalitat.

CARE NECESSARY 

“The chief thing now is that the Ger- 
man farmer must realise~the sacred pos- 
session he hclds in his hands, and that 
he must be carefal with our grain stores.” 

Turning to the meat shortage, General 
Goering recommended the population to 
eat more fish. “ Fish will be good for 
your stomachs,’ he szid.. “Our fishing 
fleet will be increasud.”’ 

The greatest economy, he said, must be 
exercised in the consumption of fat, the 
scarcity of which he admitted. ‘‘ We are 
living in a fortress. I shall send out an 
army of collectors who will recover the 
very last scrap of value. Above all, the 
poor must not suffer. We shall do all 
this without ration cards. Every Ger- 
man shall have his fill. No one shall 
starve. More you cannot ask of me. 

‘The chief thing is that the masses 
shall have enough to eat in order to work. 
T shoulder the responsibility for this. If 
you are not willing to sacrifice a pound of 
butter or eggs for the sake of keeping the 
former unemployed in work you are not 


worthy to be a German.

In an editorial article to-day The Times | 


observes:—It may be hoped that the 
White Paper issued by the Air’ Ministry 
this morning will end the deplorable con- 


troversy brought to light by Lord 
Nuffield’s statement to the Press on 


October 22. Very serious public anxiety 
has been caused by. the impression which 
was founded upon that statement—that 
the services to national defence of a great 
engineering organisation had been lost or 
lessened by official blundering, and that, 
in the opinion of the head of that 
organisation, the scheme adopted for 
building up a reserve of aero engine pro- 
duction was disastrously defective. On 
both these points—the personal affront 
alleged to have been suffered by Lord 
Nuffield and the important technical 
criticism of defence problem—the White 
Paper is definitely reassuring. 

There is little reason to doubt that 
the personal issue arose from a clash of 
temperaments, which might never have 
reached the damaging stage of public 
revelation if there had been a little less 
impetuosity on one side and a little more 
It is only fair, how- 
ever, to Lord Nuffield, on the one hand, 
to say that since his statement of the 
facts as he sees them to the Press he has 
preserved a wise reticence, and has 
refused to listen to the solicitations of 
those who sought in this incident a new 
arsenal of weapons to attack the Govern- 
ment. And, on the. other hand, it 1s 
only fair to Lord Swinton to point out, not 
only that he did his best to make amends 
for the curtness of his refusal to see 
Lord Nuffield in July by extending to 
him a courteous and successful invitation 
not mentioned by Lord Nuffield in his 
statement to an interview in November, 
but also that the present White Paper 
studiously avoids recrimination. In this 
reciprocal reticence lies the ground for 
hoping that personal factors may now be 
entirely eliminated from this question, 
and for this invaluable improvement in 
the situation it is clear that some credit 
should be given to the conciliatory 
qualities of the Minister for the Co-ordina- 
tion of Defence, whose sensible speech on 
the morrow of Lord Nuffield’s statement 
sowed the seeds of a better anderesnaing

LEAVING FOR COVE 

The passengers were met at the quay by 
Mr. J. R. Boyd, Dublin manager of the 
United States Lines, to which the 
American Shipper belongs, and were taken 
in taxis to the Gresham Hotel, where they 
stayed last night.

, TAKEN IN TOW 


Early on Monday morning they were 
taken in tow by the two Dublin tugs, but 
shortly afterwards the cables parted. 
During the afternoon the gale strengthened, 
and when the lines had again been got on 
to the liner from the tugs the force of 
wind and waves soon pa them once 
more. Nearing Holyhead the lines were 
once more connected up, but broke soon 
after, and the American Shipper turned 
her head to the gale and steamed forward 
with the tugs in attendance. When she 
reached Dublin Bay the gale had abated 
somewhat, and she was able to anchor off 
Howth. 

During the three days the passengers 
went through the usual round of games 
and amusements, and none of them at 
any time had any fear that the vessal 
would meet with a serious mishap. All 
of the passengers paid warm tributes, to 
the behaviour of the crew and ship's 
officers, who kept them informed of the 
position during the three days and ex- 
plained exactly how things were, showing 
them that there was no danger. 

Nevertheless, all were glad when the 
vesse| came to anchor off Howth. They 
waited eagerly for the gale to die down, 
so that they would be able to land. 

Most of the passengers were anxious to 
send messages to relatives in the United 
States or England.

IN WRONG HANDS . 
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“CUT OFF HIS HEAD ” 
ATTITUDE DENOUNCED 


M5: MICHAEL TIERNEY, M.A. 
Professor of Greek in the National 
University, Dublin, at the inaugural 
meeting of the Solicitors” Apprentices’ 
Debating Society last night, made a 
caustic attack on the methods of teaching 
the Irish lang age in the schools. : 
He inte that, if the present policy 
of the Government of teaching other 
subjects through the medium of Irish was 
continued, the general education of youth 
of the country would be ruined, amd the 
whole intelligence of the coming genera- 
tion addled. os Ls 
He blamed the Gaelic League for its 
association with political movements, and 
suggested that the language should . be 
dissociated weg ISE an ET SE - 
triotism, and the “ rabid type o 1- 
el nationalism with which it has lien 
so much connected in this country.” 
Professor Daniel Binchy, M.A., another 
of the speakers, asserted that the study of 
Irish to-day was fifty times worse than it 
was on the day when the Gaelic League 
was founded. The characteristics of the 
revival, and the methods of its oters, 
were partly responsible ; but there was also 
the fact that the majority of people in the 
country were not interested. 


DIFFICULTY ABOUT 
COMPULSION 


Proposing that the best thanks of the 
Society were due the Auditor for his 
address, Mr. Michael Tierney, M.A., Pro- 
fessor of Greek in the National University, 
said that he was afraid that his first 
reaction to reading the paper was one of 
trepidation ; for he had reflected that he 
hed heen the ‘only person present who had 
been a member of the Dail in 1929, when 
the Act which had made it compulsory for 
the aspirants to the legal profession to 
pass a certain standard of Irish had been 
passed, but he could say consciously and 
sincerely that he had supported the 
measure with the best intentions. He did 
not altogether agree with the criticisms 
that were so frequently passed in rd 
t> the question of compulsion. The Auditor 
had stated that the worst feature of com- 
pulsory Irish was that what they learnt 
of the language was of little use to them 
in practice. If that were applied to every 
subject in education it would be found 
that very few of those subjects would stand 
the test. 

The difficulty about compulsory Irish, 
it seemed to him, was not so much in the 
question of compulsion itself. It was 
rather, as the Auditor said, in the way 
compulsion was applied. It did not do a 
person any harm to be taught anything; 
it did not matter what the subject was so 
long as there was some definite end in 
view. and so long as the people who were 
teaching the subject knew exactly what 
they were teaching. The trouble about a 
great deal of the teaching of Irish was 
that hardly auv of those very necessary 
conditions applied. 


JEOPARDISING THE FUTURE 


There was no doubt that the bis 
majority of the people were, and would 
continue to.be, interested in the language 
so long as it remained alive and interested 
in its preservation and protection. 
was very well that that should be so; for, 
as long as there was any chance of 
| preserving the Irish language, everything 
possible should be done to do that. The 
whole trouble was with the methods of 
carrying out that ideal programme, and 
in that matter it was the duty of every- 
one, he felt. to adopt a criticalattitude. 
It was quite possible that the most 
grievous wrong could be done to one or 
two whole simeuatiaeds of children, and by 
doing that wrong the future of the nation 
as a whole might be seriously jeopardised. 

“It is because 1 feel that there is a 
certain amount of danger that the future 
is being jeopardised by what. is being done 
at present that I venture to utter 
criticisms of the policy of the present and 
previous Governments,’ said Professor 
Tierney. ‘‘ The difficulty is that in the 
nature of things the policy of reviving 
the Irish language is to be carried out by 
politicians. That is very unfortunate. It 
1s unfortunate that in this country it so 
happens that the movement which is now 
engaged in carrying out the révival policy 
is the very same movement which one 
hundred years ago was engaged in doing 
its utmost to kill the Irish language. © 


WHAT HISTORY SHOWS 


_ * We hear a great deal about how “ne 
English language was forced on the people 
in this country ; how they were compelled 
by foreign oppression to abandon the Irish 
language. If the matter is examined 
critically and historically, it will be 
found that the compulsion was applied 
on the children of this country, not by. 
the foreigners, but to a large extent by 
the people themselves, and that the men 
who were foremost in applying the com- 
pulsion were the men who had laid the 
foundations of political] nationality im 
modern Ireland. If you look back on. the 
history of Irish nationality all down the 
list of the leaders of the Irish people to 
the beginnings of the Gaelic League you 
will find that they were largely opposed 
to the Irish language. They felt that the 
language at that time was a brake on -the 
people and that it was preventing the 
people from organising themselves to build 
up a strong and powerful body of political 
thought that would achieve the rights of 
the people. Those leaders in that were’

DERRY, Wednesday. 
HE Bishop of Derry and Raphoe (Right 
“Revi ‘Dr’ Peacocke) presi ‘at the 
atinual meeting -of- the Diocesan Synod 
é toidhg. ii, | 

At the culsét he made a reference to the 
death of King George, whom he likened to 
King’ Alfred in respect of his simple sense 
of duty fo his people and to his God, Having 
mentioned the losses which the Synod had 
suffered through the death of members in 
the course of the past year, Dr, Peacocke 
touched upon the report of the Diocesan 
Council and observed : Our people are stand- 
ing by the Church, i should like to call 
attention to the paragraph in the report deal- 
ing with fire-resisting safes, The Representative 
Church Body has been seriously perturbed 
about the satety of the Church plate and 
parochial documents throughout the country. 
I have often called the attention of the 
clergy to it myseif. The expense of getting 
safes is not inconsiderable, and this has 
‘created a difheulty in many -parishes; but 
the importance of safeguarding the plate— 
often veluable— and, still. more, . the 
parochial documents and registers oí all kinds, 
is very great, 1 do not think we can be 
satisfied with the position of things. There 
are twenty-three churches in the diocese which 
have no safe at all. There are seventeen 
more which have safes inadequate for the 
purposes mentioned. [ ask these parishes to 
note the offer of the Representative Church 
Body for facilitating the purchase of safes 
and to consider whether they cannot remedy 

the defect without undue delay. 


WORLD UNREST 


Turning to the world situation, Dr. 
Peacocke said: I do not see how 1t can be 
doubted that the root-cause of all the present 
unrest—wars and rumours of wars—is the 
spirit of irreligion, which has increased so 
tremendously of very recent years. Where 
can a restraining force sufficiently powerful 
to contend against man’s selfishness and 
greed’ and lust be found? In the 
religion of Jesus Christ and in the honest 
following of our great Divine Master. 
Surely, a first lesson for ourselves from this 
is the outstanding and overwhelming import- 
ance of the religious edacation of our children. 
The science and the art of education have 
made enormous strides of recent years; wut 
were we to allow for a moment religion to 
be diverced from education the result could 
only be disaster—the disaster we see with 
our eyes on the Continent of Europe to-day. 

We owe an infinite debt of gratitude to 
the school teachers for the care and pains 
which they have always given to religious 
education In my opinion, there is hardly 
any more important or useful work which the 
clergyman has to do than regularly and fre: 
quently vistting the schools in the parishes 
and taking part in the teaching, both for 
the children’s sake and to show the teachers 
their interest.

The Arcndeacon of Kaphoe, seconding the 
adoption of the report on religious education, 
appealed for .iore Sunday School teachers, 
and. said that the greatest responsibility 
rested on parents who tried to shift responsi- 
bility to Sunday School teachers and day 


' school teachers. 


the Rev. W. T. Macourt, proposing the 
adoption of the report of the Board of 
Education, said that the Church of Ireland 
was not adequately represented on the 
Regionai Committees, because they had not 
proper representation on JDistrict Councils 
and County Councils. ‘These authorities very 
scrupulonsiy appointed members on the 
Education Committees who were not members 
of the Church of Ireland. It was a 
tremendous hardship. Unless there was some- 
thing done m future not a man of them 
would transfer schools. lí they did not exert 
themselves and get proper representation they 
wowd find their childyen taught by teachers 
not belonging to the Church of Lreland. 

The Earl of Belmore said that the reason 
for the shortage of male Church of Ireland 
teachers was due to the fact that they were 
not allowed to train their own teachers in 
their own Dublin Training College, which 
was half empty. When the electors returned 
to,sanmity they would get the proper people 
to tepresent them, 


SOCIAL SERVICES 

Proposing the adoption of the report on 
Social Service, the Rev. H. A. McKegney said 
that there was still need for temperance teach- 
ing because there was not a member of Synod 
whe could not point to acquaintances whe 
had been ruined by drink in Derry. £135,000 
was spent on drink, yet they had no money 
for swimming baths, children’s playgrounds 
an@ sinm-clearance schemes. - 

The Rev. H. A. E. Egan said that, if 
they -did not deal with apparent wrongs in 
a Christian way, they would find another and 
different hedy dealing with them in a 
different way. 

The Dean of Derry referred to a statement 
made by Professor Curtis in his recently- 
pullished history of Ireland to the effecé 
that the Church of. Ireland had received 
£10,000,009 un disestallishment. That state- 
ment. he said,.was made year after year for 
obvious purposes. It was entirely false. Half 
a milliop was given to the Church on dis 
establishment in lieu of endowments, 


COMPULSORY IRISH 

Canon Duncan. l.ifíord, protesting against 
compulsory Irish, said that in this land, 
flowing with milk and honey, we are not 
quite satisfied, although we are pleased in 
many respects with the way the Dublin 
education authorities treat us. We find 
Irish’’ most acute on the border. 
There are thousands elsewhere in Ire'and 
whe, if they spoke boldly, would say it is 
not a good thing to try and foist compulsory 
Irish on the country in these times, and 
that it would never succeed.

MEMBER of the Northern House of 
A Commons, Mr. Thomas Henderson, the 

Independent Unionist member for the 
Shankill Division of Belfast, was suspended 
in the House of Commons here to-night for 
disobeying the ruling of the Chair. 

Mr. Henderson was criticising the new 
means test regulations for unemployment 
assistance. He declared that the loyalists of 
Ulster had won a free country, and had cn 
independent Government. This was only 4 
puppet Parliament that could do nothing, 
and had no powers, without thé consent cl 
Britain. So this was freedom! It was a 
terrible situation. 

‘In the framing of the Constitution for 
Northern Ireland,” he said, “you have al- 
lowed yourselves to be imposed on with a 
Parliament that has no power to rule the 
country. You are tied to Britain, and if 
Britain can only give 10s. to the starving 
workers, it is time she had new leaders who 
have intelligence. 

‘ Looking around the Government benches, 
I see an ai: of prosperity gained during the 
G eat War. It was the workers and the poor 
who made the sacrifices during the war, not 
Neathern Cabinet Ministers and members of 
the Government party. Money will have to 
be found to feed the unemployed, who made 
saciifices.”” 

Mr. Pollock (Minister of Finance) — Where 
are you going to get it? 

Mr. Henderson—From the same source 
which you got it for the destruction of life 
in 1914, but it will this time be used for sus- 
taining life. Sacrifices will have to be made, 
and I, for one, am prepared to pay my share, 

Mr. Gordon (Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Minister of Labour)—I would ask Mr. 
Henderson to make his sacrifice now by 
mc ving that the question be now put. 

Mr. Henderson at this point appeared ex- 
cited, and shouted at the top of his voice and 
attacked the Parliamentary Secretary’s action. 

“I have come into the House late,” he 
said, “* because | have just. returned from 
visiting som+of the Parliamentary Secretary's 
starving constituents in Whiteabbey, and the 
conditions under which they are living are 
appalling I want to say that the Parlia. 
mentary Secretary is.a disgrace to the House, 
and the Minister of Labour himself a dis- 
grace to the class which they represent.

News reached Fleetwood last night of 
two more deaths in the gale. The latest 
victims are Charles Brown (34), of Living- 
stone terrace, Fleetwood, and William 
Wilson Crewdson (24), of Manor road, 
Fleetwood, who were washed overboard 
from trawlors and drowned. Brown was 
a deckhand on the steam trawler, Northern 
Wave, and after repairing a broken 
steering chain during heavy seas on 
Monday night near the Skerryvore Light- 
house, off the west coast of Scotland, he 
was caught by a heavy sea and not seen 
again. 

Crewdson was bosun in the trawler 
Lord Mint, and was lost overboard off St. 
Kilda Island, in the outer HeBrides. 

When the Aberdeen trawler Danella 
crashed on the rocks at Deerness, Orkneys, 
during the gale on Monday night five of 
the crew jumped on to the rocks and 
climbed the cliff to safety. Shivering and 
soaked to the skin they lay there till 
dawn, when the first thing they saw was 
a memorial to men lost some years ago in 
a mail boat disaster at the same spot. 
Six of the eight members of the Danella’s 
crew arrived at Aberdeen yesterday on 
board the St. Magnus. '
